But, h e told inquiring commit­ 
tee members, th e United States 
now h as nowh ere near th is air 
force. It is “a mistake” to ex port 
war planes wh en th is country h as 
such a lack of th em, h e added. (A 
sh are of figh ting craft, estimated 
at 50 to 60 per cent or more, is 
now going to Britain as fast as th e 
sh ips are produced.) 
U. s. "Encouraged England." 
Lindbergh also told Rep. Vory s 
(R-Oh io) 
th at 
military 
planes 
would not become obsolete in fu­ 
ture as rapidly as th ey h ave in 
past because th ey are now ap- 
proadiing wh at appears to be an 
airplane’s probable top speed of 
500 miles an h our. 
Vory s asked th e witness w h eth ­ 
er th is country ’s policy of “par­ 
tial h elp” h ad made it an “object 
of contempt” in England. Lind­ 
bergh said h e th ough t th at was 
“partially true” and added, “we 
encouraged 
England to declare 
war to a partial ex tent.” 
Wh ile th e h earing went for­ 
ward, Senator Taft (R-Oh io), at 
th e oth er side of th e capitol, pro­ 
posed substitute legislation for th « 
aid-to-Britain bill under wh ich 
th is country would lend Britain 
$1,000,000,000, Canada $500,000,- 
000 and Greece $50,000,000. 
Anoth er Substituto. 
Anoth er substitute measure was 
proposed by Senator Joh nson (D- 
Colo). It would permit th e gov­ 
ernment

$2,000,000,000 
worth of war materials to Britain 
and receive in return <mly par- 
iodic reports as to h ow th e equip­ 
ment 
functioned

conditions. 
Joh nson said such an arrange­ 
ment « would give th e army and 
navy valuable information. 
Taft’s bill would eliminate all 
ex traordinary powers wh ich would 
be granted th e president under 
th e lease-lend measure and would 
give th e Reconstruction Finance 
Corp., auth ority , on request of th e 
president and th e federal loan ad­ 
ministration, to make th e desig­ 
nated loans to Britain, Canada 
and Greece. 
Taft said security sh ould be re­ 
quired unless th e loan adm inistra­ 
tion “finds it is not practical for 
th e borrower to give it.” 
Th e bill would auth orize repay ­ 
ments in sh ips or oth er property 
instead of dollars.

musketeers than to swing the so ­ 
viet into the Anglo -allied camp. 
The o ther is the rift within the 
Japanese-American lute, and the 
effo rt.s o f To kyo to bo lster its 
po sitio n by making friend.s with 
Russia. 
It h an interesting circumstance 
that the day befo re Washingto n 
made its friendly gesture to ward 
Mo sco w, the British go vernment 
info rmed parliament that effo rts 
to 
impro ve 
relatio ns 
with 
the 
so viet had been at a standstill 
since Oct. 22. 
It was added that 
the next mo ve was up to the 
Musco vite.s. 
One reaso n fo r the hitch, in my 
view, is that there is a very co n­ 
siderable ho stility to Rus.sia amo ng 
co nservative Brito ns because o f 
fear o f co mmunism. They refuse 
to accept the so viet claim that 
co mmunism is the highest fo rm 
o f demo cracy, but view it as a 
subversive influence which has 
been trying to sabo tage the Brit­ 
ish go vernment. 
Just to ro und o ut the picture, 
the so viet yesterday reaffirmed 
its po licy o f neutrality. 
This is 
to be insured “by indefatigable 
strengthening o f th*> eco no mic and 
defen.se capacity o f the co untry." 
Russia may be said to ho ld the 
balance o f po wer in the Euro pean 
dispute. 
That's why bo th sides 
are trying to gain her suppo rt. 
Fro m Lo ndo n’s viewpo int Rus­ 
sia co uld threaten Britain’s do m­ 
inatio n o f the eastern Mediter­ 
ranean thro ugh virtual co ntro l o f 
the Dandanelies. 
The so viet sits 
o ver Iran (Persia). Iraq with its 
vast o il supplie.s, and the Persian 
gulf 
Russia has in 
the past 
threatened India, and has a big 
thumb in the Chinese pie, to 
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questio n may arise as to whether 
Britain can ho pe to win a decisive 
victo ry o ver the nazis unless Ger­ 
many is blo ckaded o n her eastern 
fro ntier, 
Russia aid might be 
vital in this o peratio n. 
Then, o f co urse, Rus.sia’s vast 
man-po wer, great air fleet and 
mechanized equipment wo uld be 
an invaluable asset.

The mobile canteen which she 
designed for civilian relief pur­ 
poses w'as accepted by the gov­ 
ernment and is being assembled 
by a company owned and directed 
by M iss Patricia McOstrich. 
The trailer, also called a “snack 
bar,” which can be attached to 
any private car donated to the 
services for this purpose, is out­ 
fitted with thermostatic urns for 
keeping tea, soup and other liquids 
warm, primus stoves for heating 
food, wire racks for the china 
mugs and tray s for sandwiches 
and cake.

ANGERS REPUBLICANS

HAT has 
become of millions 
of 
hoarse- 
throated 
republican.s,

months ago ecstatically cheered every word which

Wendell L. Willkie? 
There is the case of the powerful Chicago Tribune, 
which, a few day* ago wanted to read Mr. Willkie 
out of the party. 
Additional evidence of mount­ 
ing resentment comes from Thomas C. Alford, 
veteran Washington correspondent of the Kansas 
City Star, who, in a special dispatch to his paper 
said the indignation of congressional republican 
leaders had 
nearly reached “fever 
heat” 
and 
among them was the feeling they had been sold 
down the river by their titular party leader. Among 
the more outspoken the view was expressed the 
republican presidential nominee in the campaign 
of 1940 should organize a party of his own. Among 
those said by Alford to 
be 
mo.st 
resentful are 
Congres.sman Joe Martin, who as republican na­ 
tional chairman, ran Mr. Willkie’s campaign; and 
Congressman Charles Halleck, who placed him in 
nomination at the Philadelphia convention. 


"Unlortunate Visit." 


f ì PPARENTLY it i* the case of little men. The 
incident which wounded more deeply the re­ 
publican leadership was Mr. Willkie’s visit with 
President Roosevelt, and Secretary Hull, immedi­ 
ately preceding his departure Wednesday for Lon­ 
don, 
That was the straw which ^roke the cam­ 
el’s back. 
And why? 
Politics might be infinitely 
improved by the interchange of views between 
men of opposite political philosophy. 
If Mr. Will­ 
kie wanted to visit Mr. Roosevelt no great harm 
could be done, and if Mr. Roosevelt wanted to 
invite Mr. Willkie to visit him, still no great harm 
could result. 
Obviously the republican leader­ 
ship m congress may expose itself to attack in its 
surprising rebellion against Willkie.

.surprise. 
Millions are confused. 
It is difficult 
for peaceful people, and the American people are 
peaceful, to interpret or understand the flaming 
spirit of conquest which Hitler has kindled within 
hrs nation. 
But the evidence is clear. 
He sent 
his armies into Poland, Norway, Denmark, Holland, 
and Belgium. 
In every instance it wa* under the 
diabolical pretext of striking first to prevent them 
from striking him, in the instance of Poland, and 
to prevent Britain and France from getting the 
jump in the instance of the other*. Not even Hit­ 
ler believe* that.

A Basketball Tragedy 


rpH A T was a tragic auto accident near Scotia 
Tuesday night in which a North Loup busi­ 
nessman and a high school basketball player were 
fatally injured.

In a blinding snowstorm his car and a truck 
collided. 
The accident is a reminder of a civic service 
performed by hundreds of businessmen in small 
Nebraska towns. 
For in the smaller places, even 
though basketball is a sport which engages whole­ 
hearted community support, the little gymnasiums 
bring in scarcely enough revenue to do much more 
than pay the costs of the referee and defray the 
expense of heat and lights. The problem of trans­ 
porting players to contests in neighboring towns is 
normally solved by the generosity oMocal business­ 
men who gladly donate their time and autos so 
that the youngsters can enjoy their fun. 
When it is remembered that each week 200 small 
town basketball teams and their fans make round 
trip* svertiging from 
60 to more than 
100 miles— 
nearly always at night—it brings 
a realization of 
the exceptional care which is exercised by the 
unsung men who voluntarily assume the transpor­ 
tation burden. 
This truth is underlined by the 
knowledge that youngsters have a habit of insist­ 
ing on fulfilling their schedules regardless of the 
weather. 
When community minded men, in the 
bigness of their hearts, accept such hazards as 
these it is not to be wondered at that there will 
be on occasional accident without anyone being at 
fault. The wonder is that the accidents are so few.

S INUS INFECTION M A Y S TART 
W ITH CHILD: TREAT A T ONCE 
The sinuses of the nose are 
very subject to the implantation 
of a chronic infection. They con­ 
sist of a number of ramifications 
and pockets covered with mucous 
membrane, and since they are 
constantly exposed to the germs 
of the air which may get pocketed, 
it is not surprising that sinus dis­ 
ease is common. 
In fact, the real 
wonder is that everybody does not 
have it. 
While the manifestation of sinus 
disease, which are a discharge 
from the nose, headache, and a 
feeling of stuffiness, are likely to 
present themselves in adults, the 
condition often starts in children. 
I have in mind a case I recently 
saw of a 12-year-old child wdiose 
principal symptom was asthma. 
This was complicated with a good 
deal of discharge from the nose. 
Examination with reflected light 
showed extensive sinus disease 
and this was confirmed by the 
X-ray. 
The 
child 
was 
quite 
anemic and evidently the infec­ 
tion had affected his health con­ 
siderably. 
Clean Out Infection. 
The case, as I have outlined it, 
indicates proper method of exam ­ 
ination to determine sinus disease 
and also how broad the problem 
is. 
In treating this 
child 
you 
could hardly expect success if 
you paid attention to the nose 
alone, but should treat the entire 
condition, including the asthma, 
anemia 
and 
general 
state 
of 
health. 
Of course, the first considera­ 
tion in treatm ent is to attem pt to 
clean out the infection in the nose. 
This was done with reasonable 
success in this patient with a re­ 
lief of the asthmatic symptoms. 
I do not 
know 
whether the 
operative treatm ent of sinus dis­ 
ease in children is more success­ 
ful than in adults. 
I think it is 
fair to state that we can never 
expect 100 per cent good results 
from the operative treatm ent of 
sinus disease. 
Lung Complications. 
I have 
long 
been 
impressed 


with the fact that the most seri­ 
ous complications of sinus dis­ 
ease is asthma or chronic bron­ 
chitis. 
The may be due to sen­ 
sitization of the patient with his 
own nasal bacteria but, in my 
opinion, more often results from 
the continuous dropping of in­ 
fectious material from the nose, 
past the glottis, into the bron­ 
chial tubes. 
In my experience, 
this is a long draw n-out process 
and may well begin in childhood 
with sinus infection at that period 
of life. 
All the more reason, 
therefore, 
for 
early 
diagnosis 
and treatm ent at the stage where 
it can be succes.sful. 
I say this with emphasis be­ 
cause the lung complications of 
chronic sinus trouble once estab­ 
lished are very resistant to treat­ 
ment. 
The asthma which results 
from this is the worst form of 
asthma. Many people later in life 
are invalids on account of chron­ 
ic infection of 
the 
bronchial 
tubes 
with 
absorption of toxic 
m aterial 
constantly 
going 
on, 
coughing and expectoration. They 
are always thin, have no appetite, 
are subject to drafts, and cold 
weather makes them very uncom­ 
fortable and they, as the saying 
is, ‘catch cold” repeatedly and 
very easily. 
Treatment of these cases is best 
accomplished by removing them 
to a mild climate and by postural 
drainage, which is lying with the 
head down so that the infectious 
material will 
drain 
out. 
This 
should be done two or three times 
a day. 
QUESTION. 
“Will smoking cigarettes make 
one hard of hearing if the hear­ 
ing is already slightly impaired?” 
ANSWER. 
Cigarettes have no direct ef­ 
fect upon 
hearing. 
By 
causing 
congestion and irritation of the 
throat they 
may 
block up the 
opening of the Eustachian tube, 
which aggravates the condition 
slightly.

arms, muni­ 
tions and army supplies were sent 
to America, and a

that this aid decided the revolu­ 
tion “have been .scarcely exag­ 
gerated.”

a.sserted 
that nine-tenths of the arms used 
by

Americans at Saratoga, 
decisive battle of the war, were 
of French origin. Had it not been 
for these arms,

brought 
about the defeat and capture of 
Burgoyne’s army,

Beaumarchais

Validity Arguée 


. . , Before Supreme Courf 


An Omaha tast case inv olv ing 
constitutionality of the Nebraska 
anti-picketing statute was submit­ 
ted to the Supreme court Thurs­ 
day. 
Attorneys for George Dickens, 
truck driv er fined $10 and costs in 
police court for picketing the Cen­ 
tral Van and Storage Co., Dec. 9 , 
1939, argued that the 1921 law 
v iolated constitutional guarantees 
of free speech and assembly and 
that peaceful picketing is a lawful 
means of labor union activ ity . The 
state contended the statute was a 
v aUd exercise of police power. 
“ In peaceful picketing there is 
a 
entire absence of fraud, v io­ 
lence, breach of the peace or any ­ 
thing of an intimidating nature,” 
Louis Carnazzo and Dav id Weln- 
ber; 
representing Dickens, pro­ 
tested to the court. "The purpose 
of such picketing is to adv ance 
the laboring man’s economic and 
social condition, which is the v ery 
essence of his constitutional right 
of liberty.** 
Economic Controversy, 
*Thli was an economic contro­ 
v ersy, and Dickens had a lawful 
right to adv ertise the fact that this 
company x x x was unfair to or­ 
ganized labor.” 
"It (the law) is a sweeping pro­ 
hibition of any form of picketing 
XXX and constitutes a prohibition 
of all activ ity and free speech 
sought to be exercised in the form 
of 
peaceful 
picketing. 
Neither 
freedom of speech nor liberty of 
action may be suppressed under 
the guise of arbitrary power,” 
Similar statutes In other states 
hav e been held to be unconstitu­ 
tional, they continued. 
Assistant Attorney General Ed­ 
win Vail argued that the Nebraska 
statute was a v alid exercise of the 
state’s police power and that it did 
not condemn all picketing but 
only that which results in "coer­ 
cion, intimidation or threats.” 
"x X X the antl-plcketing stat­ 
ute is 
not a sweeping denial of 
the right of all peaceful picketing 
but restricts picketing only when 
it results in the inv asion of other 
rig hts which are also guaranteed 
to the Indiv idual under constitu­ 
tional guarantim. The right of free 
speech and peaceful assemblage is 
Indeed a precious heritage of our 
citizens. Howev er, the right to be 
free from coercion, intimidation 
or threats by another, the right to 
do a lawful act o- to refrain from 
doing something which one ha.s a 
right to refrain from doing, is also 
a precious heritage—it is liberty 
itself. It is fundamental that ail 
constitutional guaranties must be 
exercised for the common good of 
ail. Liberty of action in one indi­ 
v idual is not superior to the lib- 
^Tty of action in another.” 
Facts of the case were agreed to 
by attorneys for both sides when 
it was first tried in the Omaha 
Municipal court and later in the 
District court on appeal. The Dis­ 
trict court affirmed 
the lower 
court’s sentence and Dickens ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme court.
